SYNOPSIS: 


On September 1, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting Rollout 
Team, comprised of Lieutenant Justin Diez, and Sergeants Scott Chapman and Jeff 
Smith, responded to Century Sheriff's Station. The response was regarding an on duty, 
hit shooting, involving Deputy Richard Ochoa-Garcia (Herein referred to as Deputy 
Ochoa), assigned to Century Sheriff's Station. 


IAB Lieutenant Justin Diez verified that the Century Station Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Christopher Johnson, 4 took reasonable steps to ensure the 
involved personnel and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. Lieutenant Diez also ensured that Lieutenant Johnson knew the involved 
personnel and witness personnel should not collectively consult with their 
representative. Additionally, IAB Lieutenant Diez confirmed Lieutenant Johnson 
ensured to have all involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a 
supervisor until they had provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Homicide Bureau Detectives Jose Espino, ‘and Robert Kenney, (i 
conducted the shooting investigation and prepared a homicide casebook [Exhibit A]. 
The shooting was reviewed by the Justice System Integrity Division (JSID), of the Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's Office. Deputy District Attorney Shannon Presby 
submitted a memorandum of their investigation [Exhibit B]. The JSID memorandum, 
dated, June 28, 2018, stated Deputy Ochoa acted lawfully in self-defense, when he 
used deadly force. 
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SUMMARY: 


On September 1, 2016, Century Station desk personnel received several calls regarding 
an assault with a deadly weapon, gunshot victim, Century Station Incident #CEN16245- 
0279 (Tag #279) [Exhibit A: Page 46]. The call was dispatched as emergent, “Code 
3”, to the area of 83rd Street and Beach Street, Los Angeles. Unit #217E, Deputies 
Jason Puga, 4M and Daniel Velasco, A] responded to the call for service, 
and were first on scene. 


IAB Note: “Code 3”, is a radio code indicating emergent driving, with 
emergency lights and sirens on. 


Deputies Puga and Velasco arrived on scene and contacted a man, later identified as 

Witnes: as he walked on the east sidewalk of Beach Street, 
south o treet. Witnes lwas somewhat uncooperative, as he would not 
answer any simple questions, or listen to orders. The deputies finally managed to get 
Wines o sit down by giving numerous verbal commands. They observed 
blood on Witness t-shirt and pants and believed he was the gunshot victim 
indicated in the caff. 


IAB Note: It was later determined Witness shot himself. 


Deputy Puga observed a woman north of him at 83 Street. The woman motioned 
towards the deputies as if she wanted to talk to them. Deputy Puga got into the radio 
car, and backed up on Beach Street to contact the woman. Deputy Velasco remained 
with the Victim Wines ii Century Station Unit #210W11, Deputies Richard 
Ochoa and Blake Orlandos were driving southbound Beach Street to assist with the call. 


IAB Note: Deputies Ochoa and Orlandos were working a no-call, crime 
suppression car, and were not listed on the PM shift in-service. 


At about mid-block, between 83% Street and 84" Street, they stopped and contacted 
Deputy Puga. While seated in their respective radio cars, Deputy Puga told them to 
meet with Deputy Velasco and attempt to locate any witnesses. 


They continued driving southbound and observed three males walking westbound on 
84" Street towards them. Deputies Ochoa (driver) and Orlandos (passenger) exited 
their radio car to contact the males. The three males appeared to be gang members, 
and Deputy Ochoa began asking them questions about the shooting. The males were 
later identified as Joshua Quintero (Suspect Quintero HE MR

Deputy Ochoa specifically asked Suspect Quintero if he had seen or heard anything 
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w W 


related to the gunshot victim. At one point, Suspect Quintero began walking away 
northbound Beach Street and then ran in a northwestem direction on Beach Street. 

Due to the close proximity of the crime scene, Deputy Ochoa believed Suspect Quintero 
may have been involved in the shooting. Deputy Ochoa un-holstered his Department 
issued handgun and chased after Suspect Quintero. Deputy Ochoa yelled, “Stop,” as 
the suspect continued to run. Deputy Ochoa ran after Suspect Quintero, while Deputy 
Orlandos and Velasco detained the two other individuals, as well -s the 
gunshot victim. 


Deputy Orlandos called out to Deputy Puga, who was north of them, approximately 270 
feet away, standing near 83" Street and Beach Street, to alert him. Suspect Quintero 
ran in a northwest direction, diagonally across Beach Street. Deputy Puga began to 
chase Suspect Quintero, trailing ten to fifteen yards behind Deputy Ochoa. Deputies 
Ochoa and Puga chased Suspect Quintero north on Beach Street towards an east/west 
alley, located on the west side of Beach Street. Deputy Ochoa yelled at Suspect 
Quintero to stop, while chasing him. 


IAB Note: The alley was a dead-end, which Deputies Puga and Ochoa were 
unaware. 


The suspect ran west into the alley while holding his waistband with both of his hands. 
Based on Deputy Ochoa’s training and experience, he believed Suspect Quintero was 
carrying a firearm. Suspect Quintero then reached into his waistband and retrieved a 
handgun. Deputy Ochoa, fearing Suspect Quintero was going to shoot him, fired three 
rounds at Suspect Quintero from his Department issued Berretta 9 millimeter handgun. 
One round struck Suspect Quintero in the back of the head, a second round struck his 
right heal, and the third round missed Suspect Quintero. Simultaneous to Deputy 
Ochoa firing his duty weapon, Suspect Quintero tossed his handgun over an adjacent 
wall. A deputy involved shooting, “998,” was broadcast via the “Patch.” 


IAB Note: “998” is a radio code for deputy involved shooting. The “Patch” is 
short for the Duplex Patch, which is a direct radio channel, typically 
used in emergent situations. 


Deputy Puga requested fire department personnel to respond to the scene and directed 
units to locate and secure the handgun that Suspect Quintero tossed over the wall. 
Deputy Velasco responded to the alleyway after hearing the emergent radio traffic. 
Deputies Ochoa and Velasco approached Suspect Quintero to render him first aid. 
Deputy Velasco observed Suspect Quintero had an apparent gunshot wound to his 
head and he observed blood and other matter emitting from the wound. Deputy 
Velasco intended on administering first aid; however, it was apparent to him that the 
suspect was deceased. Neither deputy rendered first aid. 


Los Angeles County Fire Department personnel from Station #16, arrived on scene and 
began medically treating Suspect Quintero. Suspect Quintero was transported to Saint 
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Francis Medical Center, where he was pronounced dead at 1831 hours, by Doctor 
Anderson.

WITNESSES: 

IAB investigators reviewed all supplemental reports authored by responding deputies 
and Homicide Bureau detectives. IAB noted approximately twenty (20) civilian 
witnesses heard gunshots, but they did not witness the foot pursuit or the shooting. 
Additionally, approximately thirteen (13) other civilians were contacted. These civilians 
did not see or hear anything related to the incident [Exhibit A: Pages 18-43]. 


Responding deputies and Homicide Bureau detectives canvassed the area for 
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additional witnesses. Four civilian witnesses wert 

which is near where the shooting occurred. All four witnesses said they were 
inside the building M when they heard several gunshots. They went outside and 
saw Suspect Quintero lying on the ground, bleeding from an unknown location [Exhibit 
A: Page 31]. 


Three civilian witnesses, O č l Y | and RE (vr. and 


Mrs) were interviewed by field deputies. The interviews were not audio 
recorded. \ stated he heard a deputy yell at the suspect who was running 
north on Beach Street. The deputy and suspect went out of view and he heard several 
gunshots [Exhibit A: Page 43]. Mr. and Mrs {both observed a suspect running 
from a deputy, who was chasing him. The suspect had a dark handgun in his right 
hand. The suspect and deputy ran into an alley and out of view. Mr. and Mrs. ii 
then heard three gunshots [Exhibit A: Pages 34, 35]. IAB investigators mailed certified 
witness contact letters to these witnesses on April 9, 2019, requesting they contact IAB 
investigators for an interview [Miscellaneous Documents]. IAB investigators went to 
the civilian witness’s houses to conduct a follow up interview. None of the witnesses 
were home at the time, and a business card was left. The three civilian witnesses have 
not contacted IAB investigators. 


Three civilian winesses i iT and were 


interviewed by a field deputy on the night of the incident. These interviews were not 
audio recorded. 


IAB Note: The three individuals were juveniles at the time of the incident; 
however, they are now adults. 


All three juveniles observed the deputies detaining several people at 84"" Street and 
Beach Street. One of the males (Suspect Quintero) was being chased by a deputy and 
ran into an alley. They heard a male, who they believed to be the deputy, yell, “Don't 
take it out.” Approximately three seconds later, the juveniles heard three to four 
gunshots. The three juveniles ran into an adjoining alley, and saw the suspect laying on 
the ground with an apparent gunshot wound [Exhibit A: Page 33]. The juveniles did 
not observe the deputy involved shooting. 


INJURIES: 

Suspect Quintero sustained one gunshot wound to the back of his head and one 
gunshot wound to the heel of his right foot. For further see autopsy report authored by 
Deputy Medical Examiner Doctor Luzi [Exhibit A: Page 211-222]. 


No deputies were injured during the incident. 
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PHYSICAL EVIDENCE:

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS: 


Approximately three hours transpired from the time of the shooting to IAB Investigators’ 
observations. The scene was described in detail by Homicide Bureau Detectives Espino 
and Kenney [Exhibit A: Pages 68-72]. Their description of the scene was consistent 
with IAB Investigators observations. The scene was also photographed by the 
aforementioned Sheriff's Scientific Services Bureau personnel [Exhibit A: Disc 3]. 


WEAPONS USED BY DEPUTY RICHARD OCHOA: 


Deputy Ochoa fired three rounds of Department issued 9 millimeter ammunition from his 
Department issued Beretta 92FS, semiautomatic pistol. The firearm was examined by 
Firearms Examiner Deputy Ivan Chavez, a of the Scientific Services Bureau, 
Firearms Identification Section and found it to be functional [EXHIBIT A: Pages 349- 
350).

WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT QUINTERO: 


Suspect Quintero was in possession of an “Albion”, model 1943, .38 caliber revolver 
pistol, with no serial numbers. The pistol contained six “38 special” live cartridges 
[EXHIBIT A: Page 343]. Ownership records were not available due to the pistol not 
having serial numbers. 


PROPERTY DAMAGE: 


1999, Audi A4, black in color, 4-door, CA license A £2 window shattered. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS AND CHARGES FILED: 


No charges were filed against Suspect Quintero (deceased). 
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LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


IAB investigators noted the lighting conditions at the time of the shooting. The shooting 
occurred at about 1747 hours. The lighting was sunlight and the weather was warm. 
The following is a summary of the recorded interviews of the involved employees, and 
witnesses statements to IAB investigators, and Homicide Bureau Detectives. For 
additional information, refer to the attached verbatim transcripts and/or audio files. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENT: 
Deputy Richard Ochoa-Garcia 


On September 2, 2016 at 0122 hours, Deputy Ochoa was interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau investigators. Deputies Ochoa and Orlandos responded to the gunshot call for 
service. They drove to Beach Street at 84" Street, and observed three male Hispanics 
walking towards them. Deputy Ochoa exited his radio car and asked the three males if 
they witnessed, or heard anything related to the shooting. It appeared to Deputy Ochoa 
the suspect (Quintero) was trying to disassociate himself from the two other males by 
ignoring his questions [Homicide Bureau transcripts pages 6, 7]. The suspect began 
to walk northbound Beach Street from 84" Street and at some point he ran ina 
northwest direction on Beach Street. Deputy Ochoa believed the suspect may have 
been involved in the gunshot call for service. Deputy Ochoa told the suspect to “Stop,” 
several times, but the suspect continued to run. 


Deputy Ochoa chased the suspect northbound on Beach Street. As Deputy Ochoa 
approached the alley, he was getting ready to put radio traffic out that he was in a foot 
pursuit when the suspect reached for his waistband. Deputy Ochoa told the suspect 
“Don't reach for anything or I'm going to shoot you” [Homicide Bureau transcripts 
page 9]. Deputy Ochoa was about five to seven yards from the suspect, and based on 
the suspect's actions, he believed the suspect had a firearm [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts page 11]. Deputy Ochoa never lost sight of the suspect, as the suspect 
turned south at the dead-end of the alley. Deputy Ochoa was unaware the alley was a 
dead-end [Homicide Bureau transcripts page 12]. The suspect began to slow down, 
simultaneously pulling out a handgun from his front waistband. Deputy Ochoa believed 
the suspect was going to turn and shoot him. Deputy Ochoa feared he was going to be 
shot at; therefore, he fired three rounds at the suspect from five to seven yards away 
[Homicide Bureau transcripts page 13]. The suspect threw the gun in the air, over a 
fence. Deputy Ochoa said he believed the suspect was turning to shoot him, and as he 
shot him (suspect), “Maybe it was just a reaction of him throwing it up [Homicide 
Bureau transcripts pages 22, 23]. 


IAB Note: IAB investigators did not interview Deputy Ochoa, as he submitted 
a Doctor's letter prohibiting him from interviewing. Deputy Ochoa is 
now retired, as of June 5, 2019, and declined to be interviewed 
[Miscellaneous Documents].

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
Deputy Jason Puga 


On September 2, 2016, at 0014 hours, Deputy Puga was interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau Detectives Kenney and Espino. Deputy Puga was interviewed by IAB 
investigators on March 8, 2019, at 1022 hours. 


Deputy Puga arrived with Deputy Velasco and contacted a male gunshot victim 
(Witness Smalley). The gunshot victim was being uncooperative by not listening to their 
commands and not answering any questions. At some point, the victim finally sat down. 
Deputy Puga was flagged down at 83% Street by citizens. Deputy Puga got into his 
radio car, and backed up to contact the citizens. At some point, Deputy Puga heard his 
name being called and looked southbound. Deputy Puga observed the suspect 
(Quintero) running diagonally in a northwest direction across Beach Street and saw 
Deputy Ochoa chasing after him. Deputy Ochoa was approximately 10-15 yards behind 
the suspect [IAB transcripts page 11]. Deputy Puga heard Deputy Ochoa yelling 
something at the suspect, but he did not know what [IAB transcripts page 20]. Deputy 
Puga believed the suspect was possibly involved with the gunshot victim call. 


The suspect ran into the entrance of the alley, Deputy Puga observed the suspect 
holding his waistband with both hands [IAB transcripts pages 12, 21]. Deputy Puga 
briefly lost sight of Deputy Ochoa and the suspect as they entered the alley. Deputy 
Puga was running pretty quickly to catch up to Deputy Ochoa and the suspect. Deputy 
Puga was approximately 10-15 yards behind Deputy Ochoa [IAB transcripts page 13]. 
As Deputy Ochoa and the suspect entered the alley, Deputy Puga radioed, “10-33, give 
me the patch.” Deputy Puga was waiting for the duplex patch to be activated to advise 
they were in foot pursuit of a 245/417 suspect. 


IAB Note: “245” is a radio code for assault with a deadly weapon and “417” is 
a radio code for a person with a gun. 


The dispatcher initially did not respond back, but as Deputy Puga got into the middle of 
the alley, the dispatcher acknowledged the radio traffic. At this point, the suspect had 
turned the corner of the alley and Deputy Puga lost sight of him. Deputy Puga observed 
Deputy Ochoa in a shooting stance and heard three gunshots. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Puga saw a gun flying through the air coming towards him [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts page 33-34]. Through his peripheral vision, he saw the gun go over a wall 
[IAB transcripts page 15]. Deputy Puga approached Deputy Ochoa and saw the 
suspect on the ground, and radioed “998, deputy involved in a shooting” [IAB 
transcripts page 14]. Suspect Quintero’s head was facing south, his feet were facing 
north, and he was on his side slightly. Deputy Puga asked Deputy Ochoa if he was 
“Ok,” because he was unsure where the gunshots came from [IAB transcripts page 
16]. Deputy Puga told Deputy Ochoa to come towards him. Deputy Puga was at the 
end of the alley, where the small parking lot starts. Deputy Ochoa came towards 
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Deputy Puga and they came up with a quick plan to approach the suspect, and make 
sure there are no other weapons. Deputy Puga stated he covered the suspect, while 
Deputy Ochoa checked the suspect's pant legs and waistband for additional weapons. 
Deputy Puga stated the suspect appeared unconscious, and had blood coming from his 
head. He further stated the suspect appeared to be dead [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts pages 28, 29]. After searching the suspect, both deputies backed out to 
the corner of the parking lot and alley and began coordinating responding units. 


Deputy Daniel Velasco 
Deputy Velasco was trying to talk to the gunshot victim (Witnes: , while Deputy 


Puga was up the street talking to possible witnesses. At some point, Deputy Orlandos 
and Ochoa arrived. 


On April 7, 2019, at 1545 hours, Deputy Velasco was interviewed IAB investigators. 


Deputy Velasco looked over and saw Deputy Ochoa running. Five seconds later, he 
heard gunshots. Deputy Velasco heard someone say on the radio, “10-33 patch, foot 
pursuit”, and then “998” [IAB transcripts page 7]. Deputy Velasco helped Deputy 
Orlandos search and detain the two other males Ee then went to 
assist Deputies Ochoa and Puga. Deputy Velasco and Deputy Ochoa approached the 
suspect (Quintero) to provide first aid [IAB transcripts page 9]. Deputy Velasco turned 
the suspect onto his back to do chest compressions, when he saw the head injury. It 
appeared to him the suspect was deceased. Fire department personnel arrived and 
Deputy Velasco went back to Deputy Orlandos to help with the original gunshot victim 
[IAB transcripts page 10]. 


IAB Note: A Google earth image was used during Deputy Velasco's interview 
to identify the incident location and identify positioning. Deputy 
Velasco marked an “X” where he contacted Witness i the 
initial gunshot victim [Exhibit C]. 


Deputy Blake Orlandos 


On March 18, 2019, at 1159 hours, Deputy Orlandos was interviewed by IAB 
investigators. Deputy Orlandos and Deputy Ochoa responded to the gunshot victim 
call. As they approached 84" Street, Deputy Orlandos observed three male Hispanics 
walking eastbound towards them [IAB transcripts page 5]. Deputy Orlandos stated 
Deputy Ochoa (driver) inquired if the three males heard anything. Deputy Orlandos 
exited the passenger side of the patrol car and began to walk around the rear of the car 
when the suspect (Quintero) began to run northbound past their car [IAB transcripts 
page 8]. Deputy Ochoa chased the suspect, and once the suspect crossed Deputy 
Orlando’s field of view, he looked north and saw Deputy Puga in the distance. Deputy 
Orlandos knew Deputy Puga was a fast runner, so he yelled at him to get his attention. 
He then saw Deputy Puga assist Deputy Ochoa in pursuing the suspect. 

Deputy Orlandos did not join the pursuit because he was detaining two unsearched 
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possible shooting suspects. Deputy Orlandos added that while this was occurring, 
Deputy Velasco was dealing with an unsearched, uncooperative gunshot victim, and 
Deputy Puga was too far away to effectively assist Deputy Velasco if he (Orlandos) 
chased the suspect [IAB transcripts pages 9, 11]. 


Deputy Orlandos began to give the two detained males verbal orders, when he heard 
Deputy Puga ask for the “patch” and say he was in a foot pursuit. Deputy Orlandos 
heard the statement directly from Deputy Puga and not over the radio. The dispatcher 
did not immediately acknowledge the request, and there was some lag time [IAB 
transcripts page 12]. Deputy Orlandos heard gunshots and Deputy Puga on the 
“patch” regarding a deputy involved shooting. By this time, Deputies Ochoa and Puga 
were far away and out of view [IAB transcripts pages 13]. 


IAB Note: A Google earth image was used during Deputy Orlandos’ interview 
to identify the incident location and positioning. Deputy Orlandos 
drew arrows indicating Deputy Puga’s and his direction of travel in 
their respective vehicles [Exhibit D]. 


Deputy David Escobedo 


On April 4, 2019, at 1829 hours, Deputy Escobedo was interviewed by IAB 
investigators. Deputy Escobedo and his partner, Deputy Spinks, arrived at the gunshot 
victim call. When they approached the area where the victim Witness M was, 
he heard a deputy involved in a shooting radio broadcast. Deputy Escobedo drove 
down the alley where the shooting occurred to check on their partners, then directed fire 
department personnel into the location [IAB transcripts page 5 and 7]. 


IAB Note: A Google earth image was used during Deputy Escobedo's 
interview to identify the incident location and positioning. Deputy 
Escobedo marked an “X” where he and Deputy Spinks initially 
drove their vehicle. Deputy Escobedo marked a “0” where they 
parked their patrol vehicle [Exhibit E]. 


Deputy Thomas Spinks 


On March 28, 2019, at 1306 hours, Deputy Spinks was interviewed by IAB 
investigators. Deputy Spinks and his partner Deputy Escobedo responded to the 
gunshot victim call for service. Once they arrived at 83" Street and Beach Street, he 
saw a group of deputies standing by some people. Deputy Spinks heard emergent 
radio traffic regarding a deputy involved shooting. Deputy Spinks did not hear the 
gunshots [IAB transcripts page 3]. Deputy Spinks drove down the alleyway, where he 
spoke to Deputies Puga and Ochoa. They advised him they were ok, and directed him 
to an area on 84" street to secure evidence (suspect's handgun). Deputy Spinks 
backed his patrol car up to the mouth of the alleyway, exited the car and walked down 
84" Street to locate the evidence. Deputy Spinks located the suspect's gun and 
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remained there until he was relieved [IAB transcripts page 4]. 


CIVILIAN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Civilian Witness 


On September 1, 2016, at 2245 hours, Witnes: as intervi. d by Homicide 
Bureau detectives. Witness IEE arrived at ce _| house 
and Joshua (Suspect Quintero) was there. The three of them, walked to a marijuana 
shop to make a purchase. Witness] Witness and Suspect Quintero 
were stopped by the “cops,” at which point Suspect Quintero ran. Witness 
believed Suspect Quintero probably had a gun, which is why he ran. Suspect 
Quintero’s brother was recently killed, and he believes that is was why Suspect 
nae was carrying a gun [Homicide Bureau transcripts page 11]. Witness 
presumed Suspect Quintero ran from the “cops” to hide the gun [Homicide 
Bureau transcripts page 13]. 


Eight months prior to this incident, Suspect Quintero had shown Wines: 
picture of a gun on his phone and asked where he can buy bullets. Witness 

went with the suspect to “Big 5” to buy the bullets for the gun [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts pages 26, 27]. 


Civilian Witness 


On September 1, 2016, Witness IEEE was interviewed by Homicide Bureau 
detectives. Witness Mecane blind after a failed surgical operation six years 
ago, when he was 32 years old. Witness knew Suspect Quintero since they 
were kids and was with him moments prior to the shooting incident. He was unaware 
Suspect Quintero had a gun [Homicide Bureau transcripts page 14]. Witness 
car someone (deputies) asking them if they heard any gunshots, then he 
heard someone saying, “Hey stop” [Homicide Bureau transcripts page 17]. Witness 

heard people running, but he did not know who was running, so he “froze.” 
Shortly afterward, Witness i ear about four gunshots [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts pages 20, 21]. 


Civilian Witness 


On September 15, 2016, at 1100 hours, Witness A2 s interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau detectives. Witness B was the gunshot victim from the original call for 
service. Witness oid detectives he had used phencyclidine (PCP) the day of 
the incident, and could not remember what happened [Homicide Bureau transcripts 
page 3]. Witness] ater stated it was possible he accidentally shot himself 
[Homicide Bureau transcripts pages 11, 12]. 


Civilian Witness D 
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On September 1, 2016, at 2241 hours, Witness Bas interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau detectives. The witness is a Spanish speaker, therefore, Deputy Jose Arias 
translated the following: Witnesgiiiiiiiias walking to his truck parked near 

the alley where the shooting occurred [Homicide Bureau transcripts page 7]. The 
area is surrounded by a six foot block wall with a metal fence attached to the top. 
Witness iiin card someone say, “Stop, stop.” Witness ooked toward the 
sound, and saw a deputy fire one round from his weapon. Witness was 
approximately ten feet away. Witnes: ducked, and heard two more gunshots 
fa oi Bureau transcripts pages 13, 14]. After the shooting stopped, Witness 

alked to the wall, and looked through the fence. He saw a person (suspect) on 
the ground. Witness [saw a second deputy arrive shortly after the shooting. 
Witness J did not see either deputy render first. 


Civilian Witness M 


On September 1, 2016, at 2310 hours, Witness was interviewed by Homicide 
Bureau detectives. Witness EEE observed Witness bleeding and called 
“911.” Witness observed the deputies make contact with Witness 

was stopped in the alleyway east of Beach Street. She observed a deputy chasing the 
suspect, and ordering him to stop running. The deputy said, “If you keep running, I’m 
going to have to shoot you.” Witness the suspect reach into his pants 
pockets, or pulling up the waistband of his pants, while the deputy continued to chase 
him. Witness| heard the deputy again say, “Don’t do it, stop, | don’t want to 
shoot you.” Witness lobserved the deputy fire his handgun three times 
[Homicide Bureau transcripts pages 4, 12, 13].

On September 2, 2016, at 0011 hours, Witness was interviewed $ Homicide

On September 6, 2016, at 1830 hours, woe interviewed by Homicide

Witness ll saw Witness bleeding from his pelvis area 
and observed deputies talking to him [Homicide Bureau transcripts pages 6, 7]. A 
short time later, she observed a male (Suspect Quintero) running from the deputies, 
while holding the right side of his waistband. Wineas Motes the suspect was 
being chased initially by one deputy, until another deputy joined the chase [Homicide 
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Bureau transcripts page 8]. Witness ih carc someone say, “Stop,” at least once 
[Homicide Bureau transcripts pages 14]. Witness B saic she heard “shots,” but 
does not know what happened because she went inside her home [Homicide Bureau 
transcripts pages 12, 13]. 


MISCELLANEOUS SECTION: 


AB investigators obtained and reviewed the Homicide Bureau casebook, which 
contained several compact disks containing video surveillance of the area, photographs, 
and radio traffic. IAB investigators reviewed and included the PM in-service for Century 
Station [Miscellaneous Documents]. IAB investigators also obtained and reviewed 
Deputy Ochoa’s shooting qualification and training records [Miscellaneous 
Documents]. 


AB investigators used the web-based “Cool Running” application to map the foot 
pursuit. The results estimated Deputy Ochoa chased Suspect Quintero approximately 
315 feet, and was 32 seconds in duration Deputy Puga chased Suspect Quintero 
approximately 258 feet, in 26 seconds [Miscellaneous Documents]. 


Deputy Puga stated he activated the “patch” to broadcast a foot pursuit once he entered 
the alley, but he received no response from Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC) 
dispatcher. 


After reviewing the radio traffic recordings, a deputy is heard asking for the patch. There 
was a slight delay, then the dispatcher acknowledges the radio traffic [Exhibit A: DISC 
3]. Upon further review of the radio traffic recordings; there was no recording of a foot 
pursuit, only the deputy involved shooting. According to the Incident Details Report, 
Deputies Puga and Velasco arrived on scene at 1744 hours. The time of the shooting, 
based on radio traffic, was approximately 1747 hours [Exhibit A: page 46]. 


Homicide Bureau detectives located and obtained copies of several surveillance camera 
footage in the area. IAB investigators reviewed all the copies provided and noted one 
segment of video captured part of the incident [Exhibit A: DISC 2]. The camera was 
located a lens the video segment showed a portion of the alley. 
Suspect Quintero can be observed coming into the frame at about 25 seconds into the 
video, followed by Deputy Ochoa. Suspect Quintero appears to throw his hands in an 


upward motion and then falls to the ground. Deputy Puga came into the frame at about 
32 seconds into the video. 


Due to the distance of the camera lens to the actual shooting, coupled with the angle 
and graininess of the footage, the handgun cannot be seen in the footage. Numerous 
other segments of video were reviewed. Some of them depict Witnes <i in and 
around the area, but they do not capture the deputies’ contact with him, Suspect 
Quintero, or the actual shooting [Exhibit A: DISC 1]. 
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
